Report

As I reported prior to the elections 
for the Executive Board, and this of¬ 
fice, I would give you a more detailed 
report re the savings on our widows 
medical cover¬ 
ages. I would 
like to point out 
at the time of 
writing this re¬ 
port, the elec¬ 
tions are in prog¬ 
ress, with the re¬ 
sults three days 
away. So this 
could be my last 
article as Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer 
or the first of many I expect to write in 
the next three years. 

I will be glad to answer any ques¬ 
tions concerning this report. 

RE WIDOWS COVERAGES 

As of April 8th, 1978, there are 
approximately 140 widows covered 
in some form by Local 222, UAW. 


In addition, there are 10 widows 
for whom we pay Semi-Private 
Coverage only. The government 
pays their OHIP because they are 
over 65. 

There are 46 widows under the 
G.M. group for Single Coverage. Of 
these half are on full assistance for a 
savings of 23 @ $16 per 

month = $368. 

There are 44 widows under the 
G.M. group for Family Coverage. 
Of these 28 are on full ^assistance 
for a savings of 28 @ $32 per 
month = $896. 

There are approximately 6 widows 
who have not returned our question¬ 
naires, which could account for 
another savings of approximately 
(estimated) $100. 

There are 20 widows on a Pay- 
Direct basis for Single Coverage. Of 
these 11 are on full assistance for a 
savings of 11 @ $16 per 
month = $176. 

There are 16 widows on a Pay- 
Direct basis for Family Coverage. Of 


these 8 are on full assistance for a 
savings of 8 @ $32 per 
month = $256. 

There are 3 widows on Pay-Direct 
who have not returned our question¬ 
naires, which could account for 
another savings of ap¬ 
proximately = $32. 

6 widows on Family Coverage 
have been directed to go on cover¬ 
ages through their employer, most 
on a 50-50 basis, which could ac¬ 
count for a savings of $100. 

7 widows on Single Coverage have 
been directed to go on coverages 
through their employer, also mostly 
on a 50-50 basis, accounting for a 
savings of $60. 

We are presently saving approxi¬ 
mately $2000 per month, which is a 
conservative figure, and could be 
higher. 

The new Semi-Private Blue Cross 
Group currently costs approxi¬ 
mately $52 per month, plus $26 
monthly for widows over 65 as stated 
above.

Canadian Women in 
Our Economy

At long last Parliament will debate 
the place of Canadian women in our 
economy — because the New 
Democratic Party has put it on the 
agenda. I’d like 
to discuss why 
we’ve done this. 

To talk about 
how Canadian 
women have be¬ 
come the forgot¬ 
ten victims of our 
unemployment, 
about how they 
are hurt by un¬ 
employment and 
the insecurity it 

causes. 

For two years, I have tried to con¬ 
vince the Liberal government that 
serious action must be taken to im¬ 
prove economic opportunities so 
that people who want to work can 
work. 

All of us know about the men who 
lost their jobs at Inco in Sudbury and 
Thompson. All of us know about the 
men fired when Alcan closed their 

mine in St. Lawrence, Newfound¬ 
land. 

But not all of us are aware that 
women are even greater victims of 
unemployment and poor economic 
conditions than are men. Certainly 
the government still thinks men are 
the only breadwinners in our society. 

And this, like so many ideas about 
our economy and unemployment, is 
a myth. It is a myth because in reali¬ 
ty, more and more Canadian families 
must have two incomes to raise a 
family. 

What I want to stress is that most 
Canadian women go to work because 
they have to earn money to help pay 
for the mortgage on their homes; 
they work to buy clothes for their 
children; to help pay the fuel bill. 
They work to buy the groceries at 
supermarkets where inflation is cal¬ 
culated on every shopping trip. 

The reality is that fully half of the 
married women who are working are 
doing so because otherwise their 
families would be in poverty. Their 
incomes are not merely secondary; 
they are necessary. 

The woman in the fish plant in St. 
John’s or driving a cab in Vancouver 
is not working because she wants 


two cars, fancy clothes or holidays in 
Jamaica ... she’s working because 
she has to ... and millions of hus¬ 
bands know that it takes two in¬ 
comes to make ends meet in today’s 
struggle to raise a family. 

It’s not only working wives I’m 
talking about. There are also a 
million-and-a-half single women who 
have to earn a living. Two hundred 
thousand of these women are the 
sole support of families. They are the 
single parent families of our com¬ 
munity, the widowed, the divorced 
and the deserted. Most of these 
women are working at wages below 
the poverty level. 

Nor is it true that women are tak¬ 
ing men’s jobs. The reality is that the 
vast majority of women are working 
as clerks, waitresses and secretaries, 
jobs that men don’t take. 

For months I have talked about 
our hidden unemployed, all those 
who want to work but are no longer 
even counted in the official statistics. 
Among these, there are more women 
than men. There are over seven 
hundred thousand women in this 
category. They want to work but are 
unable to find it. Put in a different 
way, seventeen per cent of women 
who have to work are unemployed. 
Hidden from our statistics they have 
become the forgotten unemployed. 

The response to this unfairness by 
the Liberal government has not been 
merely to ignore the problem as they 
have with the general unemployment 
mess. No, they have made it worse 
by discriminating against women in 
manpower programs, retraining pro¬ 
grams and UIC offices. 

Ministers of the government have 
in fact been openly critical and have 
suggested that women should not be 
considered as serious victims of 
unemployment. I say that this Victo¬ 
rian attitude must end. Women have 
a right to work. They have a right to 
be treated as equal members of the 
labour force. 

Our daughters as well as our sons 
are fully entitled to look forward to a 
future with good homes, good health 
and good jobs. 

In our battle for full employment, 
the dreams of Canadian women must 
count no less than the dreams of 
Canadian men.

I have also attended an organi¬ 
zational School operated by the On¬ 
tario Federation of Labour at the 
Ascot Inn in Toronto about two 
weeks ago. This seminar was very 
interesting and was conducted in an 
informal pleasant manner. I believe 
that people on the third shift have 
gone unheard for too long, and I want 
to give the best representation possi¬ 
ble and have our voice heard at every 
meeting in this union. The people on 
the third shift in all plants ratify the 
same contract as people on pro¬ 
duction.

Remember, Zone 42 
covers parts, chassis, body shop and 
truck plant in case General Motors 
has forgotten. 

Another thing I would like to in¬ 
form all brothers and sisters is some¬ 
times when you file a grievance a 
member of supervision called 
Labour Relations will ask you to 
come to the office and explain why 
you filed this grievance in the first 
place. These people are not to be 
trusted. They are not there to help. 
Their only concern is to gather a few 
more facts. When your grievance 
moves through the proper steps they 
have the ammunition to beat down 
your problem. I would suggest that at 
any time if you are asked to go to the 
office to talk over any problems you 
ask for your committeeman. 

Recently union representatives in 
the truck plant have brought to the 
attention of the shop committee the 
fact that Fleck Products are being 
used in the truck plant as parts of 
wiring. I would like to see this scab 
product removed immediately. 

Those women have been on strike 
for weeks and everyone has surely 
read newspaper accounts of police 
brutality. This Company is being 
used to test organized labour and 
everyone must do their part to let 
places like Fleck know there is still 
some strong union blood in our 
membership. If anybody was on the 
picketline at Sandra Coffee you will 
know what these women are going 
through. I am glad that the general 
membership, as well as the Oshawa 
and District Labour Council, voted 
to send strike funds. 

While I was attending the Walter 
and May Reuther School in Black 
Lake, Michigan, I viewed films and 
heard reports on activities at J.P. 
Stevens, a Company trying to force 
the people to refuse a union. The 
tactics they used are similar to Fleck 
strike. I think these people should be 
commended for their great solidari¬ 
ty.

With unemployment at record 
heights and the welfare rolls setting 
new records, I thought it was high 
time Regional Government tried to 
do whatever it 
was in their 
power to give 
employment and 
opportunity 
within their 
jurisdiction.

ble people who

This program would have 
saved you money as already over¬ 
burdened taxpayers. In the City of 
Oshawa we have had such a method 
to ensure our people locally receive 
jobs. 

When my proposal was debated at 
the Region it received unanimous 
support from all Oshawa Regional 
Councillors with the addition of 
Mason — Ajax and Woodyard — 
Newcastle. The rest of the votes 
were against giving local people jobs 
and savings of your welfare cost. In¬ 
deed it was a blow to all workers in 
the Region. The crusaders against

He 
told me he wanted help so I went to 
phone Davey and was told by Gener¬ 
al Foreman Mel Brown that if you 
bring in your man, quote, “We will 
bring our Labour Relations man into 
the plant also.” 

I called Davey and he said he 
would come to the plant as soon as 
possible. General Foreman Brown 
then called the Labour Relations 
representative Jerry McCarten and I 
asked to talk to him. Prior to this, I 
was handed suspension papers 
which read one week on the Broth¬ 
er’s record with three days served. I 
flatly refused this G-134 and would 
not accept or sign the papers. I had 


opportunity were Robertson — Pic¬

Whitby. Mrs. Thompson, a former 
school bux driver, is generally 
against anything that a labourer 
might find beneficial to ease his bur¬ 
dens in life. 

It was interesting to note that the 
whole debate ended in a tie vote with 
Walter Beath then having to cast the 
deciding vote. Walter always (the 
one) quick to note that most of the 
people who supported him for Re¬ 
gional Chairman were against, voted 
that way. Walter, the one who 
preaches what a great Region we 
have, voted that it was wrong to give 
you a job here in Durham. 

In 1978 a budget (mortgage) was 
approved by that Regional Council 
for roads, sewers, water plants, etc., 
but now very few people will get a 
job on those projects even though we 
are in debt up to our eyeballs. 

In the next week or so I plan to 
re-introduce a very similar motion. 
Hopefully by that time some of the 
Anti-Local Labour Councillors can 
be converted by your letters and 
phone calls.

previously checked the record of this 
Brother, on request, and it was per¬ 
fectly clean after twenty-nine (29) 
years of service. 

I asked McCarten, on the phone, 
to lessen the penalty and told him of 
this Brother’s problems and that he 
had requested help from Brother 
Thompson. McCarten then told me 
to take the Brother out of the plant 
and also said he could not talk to 
Davey Thompson. About ten min^ 
utes later McCarten came in and 
escorted the Brother and myself out 
to the gate where we met up with 
Davey Thompson. 

The Brother involved had to re¬ 
move his car from a private lot before 
morning and was told by General 
Foreman Brown and Labour Rela¬ 
tions Representative McCarten that 
if he moved his car they would call 
the police and he would be charged 
for impaired driving. Hats off to 
Davey Thompson as he made ar¬ 
rangements to have the Brother’s car 
driven and drove home himself. 

If this kind of treatment of the 
Brother involved is what our Alcohol 
Program is all about, I will personally 
eat crow. If this is what Foreman 
McNaughton, General Foreman 
Brown and Labour Representative 
McCarten call progressive discip¬ 
line, I feel very ill in the stomach. 

This type of dictatorship and its 
“Rule by Whip Force” in the CKD 
Department should be looked at by 
upper management and our Alcohol 
Program. 


Pensions

With the coming of October 1, 
1978, many questions are being 
asked as to what increases will take 
place on October 1, 1978 in our pen¬ 
sion plan. 

Starting with 
this issue of the 
Oshaworker, we 
will outline some 
of the changes 
that will take 
place. This will 
be done every 
issue until all 
types of retire¬ 
ment have been 
dealt with. 

For those still in the plant who will 
retire with 30 years or more seniority 
at any age, the pension will increase 
from $650 to $700 per month. 

For those with less than 30 years 
who are eligible to retire, the pension 
increases are as follows: If you are 
still in the plant and retire on or after 
October 1, 1978, the Basic Pension 
increases by $ 1 per month per year of 
service for all Benefit Class Codes 
(A,B,C,D) rates. 

The Supplemental Section of your 
pension will increase from $250 per 
month to $275 per month for a 
maximum of 25 years service. The 
supplement is only payable to a 
maximum of 25 years. 

For those with less than 25 years of 
service, the Supplement will in¬ 
crease $1 per month per year of ser¬ 
vice to $11 from the present $10. 

The samples listed above are but a 
few of the changes that will take 
place October 1, 1978, and will deal 
with the others in following editions 
of the Oshaworker. 

The latest lists of retirements is as 
follows: Maurice Proctor, 37.2 
years, CKD; Cornelis DenBiesen, 
17.8 years, Battery Plant; Joseph 
Mullen, 18 years, Tool & Die; 
Konstanty Kupryjan, 18.7 years. 

On behalf of the officers and mem¬ 
bers of Local 222, we wish you all a 
long and happy retirement.

Lung Function testing. 

AUDIOMETRIC TESTING 
Although we have had audiomet¬ 
ric (hearing tests) for years in the 
plant, the plan now is to make sure 
everyone that hasn’t had a test is to 
be looked after. This will follow 
checking all employees in the high 
noise areas of the plant, for example, 
spot welding areas, torch spidering 
and metal finish areas, spray booths 
and chassis frame line areas. Every 
new employee coming into the plant 
is also checked for hearing loss. 

A lot can be said about hearing 
loss, but each individual has to take 
his own responsibility into consider¬ 
ation. Everyone in the plant can find

half dozen different kinds of hearing 
protection available on request. In 
the meantime, G.M. has a responsi¬ 
bility to reduce noise in the plant. 
Even though some people are now 
able to collect compensation tor 
hearing loss, it would be much better 
to have our hearing. 

LUNG FUNCTION TESTS 
It was finally agreed in April a 
program would be set up to have lung 
function tests given to some 
employees working in hazardous 
areas. 

The lung function test (also called 
pulmonary function test) measures 
how much air your lungs hold and 
how fast you can exhale it. The test¬ 
ing is to be done on a yearly basis to 
determine, like hearing tests, if there 
is anything more than normal loss 
due to age of the lung capability. 

It is valuable for three reasons: 

1. Early Detection of Illness: It may 
detect some important lung prob¬ 
lems early before you feel sick. 

2. Finding Hazards in the Plant: To 
help learn which processes (fumes 
and dusts) are dangerous. 

3. Good Records: The test gives a 
permanent record much easier to 
understand than an X-ray. 

Our agreement to get the whole 
thing started will include any people 
working in Iso-Cyanate paint, a new 
paint process for repairing the paint 
on plastic bumpers in Chassis. The 
testing will also include all the weld¬ 
ers in the plant other than spot 
welding. This amounts to nearly 300 
people. As time passes, many more 
operations will be included with the 
lung function testing.

They are just getting the 
cars coming good so that the over¬ 
time is being cut out in reject. Now 
they are laying 
off repairmen 
and inspectors. 
They are also 
cutting out 
employees on 
the production 
line so there will 
probably be 
more rejects. 
Maybe not, they 
also took inspec¬ 
tors out so noth- 
mg will be written up and the cars 
whll go right through (might even get 
a high audit) but the dealer and cus¬ 
tomer gets all the trouble. 

It has taken about 3 weeks to get a 
motor fixed that opens the windows 
m final finish after bugging the fore¬ 
man everyday but if the same motor 
burnt out that runs the lines it sure 
wouldn't take long to fix it. 

Here are 2 dates to remember — 
April 8th, 1937, beginning of General 
Motor s Strike at Oshawa leading to 
recognition of the UAW in Canada 
April 27th, 1938, was the end of Gen¬ 
eral Motor’s Strike in Oshawa. 

DENTAL CLINIC

These 
Inspectors that are bumped from 
Department 8 Final Car and/or 
1 ruck flow through the Roll Test first 
provided they have previous experi¬ 
ence and seniority to hold, then to 
Chassis Inspection classification 



have seniority to hold. 

Over the years, many Inspectors 
in the Truck Plant and Chassis Plant 
have expressed a desire to stay in 
their own plant flowing down rather 
than flowing divisionally. 

At a meeting held in the Chassis 
Plant in March 1978, the District 
Committeemen that represent Final 


Car and/or Truck Inspectors pro- 
po sed to the Company that employees 
flow down if they wished before they 
flowed divisionally. This would be 
accomplished by means of an AVO 
signed by the employee stating he 
wished to stay in his or her own plant 
and did not desire to flow divisional¬ 
ly. This was raised again by the 
Union at an April meeting and at time 
of writing I am not aware of the 
Company getting back to the Chair¬ 
man or the District Committeemen 
involved. However, I do know that 
Labour Relations representative Art 
Jones is against the AVO system. 
Jones sits behind his desk all day or 
attends meetings and doesn’t really 
understand how this system would 
benefit the Company and the 
employees on the floor in the plant. 

Any Inspection supervision that I 
have talked to is in favour of this flow 
system by the AVO method because 
it would not involve massive job 
changing and training periods for the 
employees involved. 

In a period of cutting costs (on 
gloves, aprons, etc.), manpower and 
literally tightening their belts trying 
to save money, the Union has of¬ 
fered General Motors an agreement 
to save countless dollars because of 
manpower movements and job train-
